Deer Hr* Chairmen* 


I eat deeply concerned about the two directives contained In the Senate Appropri- 
ations Comlttee Report relating to the appropriation for the new Central Intelli- 
gence Agency headquarters building (S.R. 2530). 

Compliance with the directive "that the Agency shall plan to hoaee all headquar- 
ters personnel at the Agency within the sum provided" is, in ay opinion, a practical 
impossibility. We can accomodate all of our people in a #1*6,000,000 building, plus 
a mall mother of p erm a nent buildings which we now occupy. However, according to 
pre a ent ooet estimates prepared by the Public Buildings Service we cannot aaoamodato 
all at our personnel la a Modern 11*6,000,000 building, no wetter how austere . There- 
fore, this directive, If binding, would force we either to abandon the building or 
to reduoe our personnel strength to a point where we could no longer carry cwt essen- 
tial functions assigned to the Agency by the Executive Branch. 

The. second directive stakes the Chairman of the national Capital P lanning Commis- 
sion responsible for obtaining written oowRdtaenta on ancillary facilities which the 
OowndseiaR deems necessary to serve the site. There la a serious question as to whe- 
ther auoh responsibility lies within the statutory authority of the C omission, 
which was created to seme in an advisory capacity to responsible executive agencies 
(P.L. 592, 32nd Cong*}. X* any ease, prior to the Comndasion's approval of the 
Langley site we obtained eemdtwsnis for the necessary local facilities at no ooet 
to the Federal g overn me nt . Of the #5.5 million ap p ropri ated last year we have al- 
ready obligated approximately #2 million pursuant to the tens of the authorising and 
appropriating legislation. Ms should obligate the balance at a very early date in 
order to avoid serious delay in eanyletian of the building and in the evacuation of 
thoec temporary buildings which we now occupy. Referral back; to the Ccmdssicn would 
almost certainly delay the project by many months and risk the needless expenditure 
of substantial federal funds. 

I strongly urge that the Conference Committee reconsider the restrictive lan- 
guage contained in S.R. 2580, and I am encl oclng suggested language for the Conference 
Report which I believe would accomplish the purposes which the Senate Appropriations 
Committee had in mind without jeopardising the project.
